favourite College, at which he longeſt reſided. But f 


his Learning received Perfection, by his Travels into 
France and Flanders, where he employed much of his 
Time in his younger Years. About the latter end 
of the Reign of King Richard the Second, he flou- 
riſhed in'France, and by his diligent Exerciſes in Li- 
terature, was there held in greatEſteem. After his 
return to England, he: frequented; the Court, and 
applied himſelf for ſome time to the ſtudy of the 
Law, whereby he became acquainted with Mr. John 
Gower, his learned Contemporary, and Friend. His 
liberal Education at the Univerſities, and his Im- 


provements in foreign Countries, rendered him both 


fit for the Court at home, and alſo for the greateſt 
Employments abroad; but it does not appear that 
he had any other Preferment than that. of Poet Lau- 
reat in the Reigns of Henry the Fourth, and Henry 
the Fifth. This he obtained by the Intereſt of John

was allied by Marriage,) and Knighted upon 
that occaſion. He wore the Bays with the greateſt 
Honour, and brought his Poſt. inte Reputation;

Being now quali- 
fied for the greateſt. Employments, he was made 
Secretary to the Lord Elſmere, Keeper of the Great 
Seal; in whoſe Service he became enamoured with 
the Lady Elſmere's Niece, Daughter to Sir George 
Moor, Chanceller of the Garter, and Lieutenant 
of the Tower, who greatly oppoſed this Match; 
Yet notwithſtanding they were privately Married : 
Which exaſperated Sir George to ſuch a degree, that 
he prevailed on the Lord Elſmere to Diſcharge him 
from his Service, and ſoon after caſt him into Priſon. 
But Mr. Donne had not been long confined before 
he found means, by the aſſiſtance of his Kinſman 
Sir Francis Woolley, to facilitate his Enlargement, 
and a Reconciliation between him and Sir Geo 
= Ar, Enſuing, he was reſtored to his former Poſt. 
No he was ſought after by Men of the beſt Learn- 
ing more than ever, and his Company very much 
deſired by the Nobility and Foreign Embaſſadors, 
who were extreamly fond of his Acquaintance. At 
laſt, at King James's Requeſt, he applied himſelf to 
the ſtudy of Divinity, and Entered into Holy Or- 
ders: Whereupon, his Majeſty firſt made him 
Preacher of Lincoln s- Im, and he was afterwards 
advanced to the Deanery of St. Paul's; thus from 
an Eminent Poet he became -a much more Eminent 
Divine.

After he was Dead the Conſpirators, to load Sir 
Thomas with Infamy, and take off all Suſpicion of 
his violent Death, gave out that he died of the 
French Pox, there being ſome Bliſters' and Blotches 
on his Body, which the poifon had thrown out. 
But, as the Crimes of Blood ſeldom go unpuniſhed, 
ſuſpitions grew notwithſtanding, and encreaſing, 
Weſton was taken up and Examined, who confeſling 
the whole matter, he was Executed at Tyburn, as 
were likewiſe Mrs. Turner, Franklin, and Sir Gerva 
Helvis ; but the Earl of Somerſet, and his Countchs, 
tho Condemn'd, were both pardoned.

His Invention was great and powerſul, and the Va- 
riety of Arguments, that he has manag'd, is ſo 
large, that there is ſcarce any Particular of all the 


paſſions of Men, or Works of Nature and Provie 
dence; which he has paſs'd by undeſcrib'd; and 


in all he obſerves-the Rules of Decency, a due 
Figure of Speech, and a proper Meaſure of Wit. 
He had a per fect Maſtery in both the Languages in 
which he writ. He excelfd both in Proſe andVerſe ; 


and both together have that Perfection, which 


is commended by ſome of the antient Writers, 
above all others, that they are very obvious to the 
Conception, but moſt difficult in the Imitation. In 
his Latin Poems, he has expreſs'd to Admiration 


all the Numbers of Verſes, and Figures of Poeſy, 


that are ſcatter d up and down among the An- 
tients: This is the more extraordinary, in that it 
was never yet perform'd by any ſingle Poet of the 
antient Romans themſelves. And he imitated Pin- 


dar in Engliſh, without the Danger that Horace 


preſag d to the Man who ſhould dare to attempt 
it.
